This is a myſtery for prieſts to laugh at, 
and they will laugh, and ſo will I too, 
though from a different reafon.

'This was and is the beaſt, and not a man 
at Rome, or at Conſtantinople, who are great 
branches from one corrupt tree. Paul ſums 
up the whole in the o Adam, who is cor- 
rupt according to the deceitful luſts, Eph. 

The carnal mind or wiſdom ini- 
mical to God; which was never ſubject to 
the law of God, nor can be. Of this in- 
herent law of ſin he complains, and de-

Jacob ſtole the double portion of 
the fir/t-born about the year 1805 before 
our Lord, Paul fixes a time for the con- 
verted Gentiles to run for ths high prize, 
while the Jews are ſhut out from that pri- 
vilege by their unbelief: the parallel time 
will then be found in or near the ſame 
year from Chriſt. Then the election of 
grace, the number of heirs and co-heirs, 
the double I/rae! from 24 elders, (as they 
were borne on the ſhoulders and breaſt of 
the High Prieſt as a memorial) will be 
filled up from Jews and Gentiles. Theſe 
will be multiplied to 288 thouſand, or 
twelve times twelve thouſand doubled. 
They are twice mentioned, and only twice, 
in the peculiar revelation of John, ch. vii. 
and ch. xiv. This glorious lot will be fe- 
cured by the ſovereign will of God, as a 
potter over his clay, for the ſalvation of all 
the reſt. The ſecond point is from the 
Egyptians mourning 70 days for Jacob. 
Theſe meaſured by jubiles, make 3500 
years, From the time of his death 1689 
preceding Chriſt, to the ſame time ſubſe- 
quent, make 1811, This is a ſmall differ- 
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ence in ſo long a period, allowing for ſome 
inaccuracy in chronology. Both periods, 
however, fall into the fecond evening of 


this fixth chiliad. 
Under Jacob the pical head and father of 
all the firſt-born, the Egyptians were bleſſ- 


ed - by this patriarch in his ſon, Joſeph. ; 
Egypt is called by John the great city, and WG 
ſpiritually ſignifies the whole body of the 1 
Gentile nations, which have been ſhut out 1 
from the knowledge of the promiſed ſeed, { 
Jeſus Chriſt, for 3500 years; in whom, ö 
however, they and all tongues muſt be ulti- ; 
mately bleſſed. Rev. ch. xi. 8. Paul 'S 
opens this dark myſterious excluſion by 5 
informing us, that God has ſhut them up, 1 
both Jews and Gentiles, aationally conſi- ? 
dered, that he might have mercy upon all, x 
by the #://-/7uits as the root bearing all the \* 
branches. Rom. Xi. xvi. and v. 32—36. J 
This hard knot of Providence is unravelled 5 
by this great Apoſtle of the Gentiles, and N 


Eſau will be found with his father's bleſ- 
ſing, as teſtified by Maſes and Paul, though 
prieits and preachers in all communities, 
from Auſtin in the 5th century to this day, 
have, 
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have, through ignorance or ſomewhat” 
worſe, defended the blaſphemous doctrine 
of an excluſive predeſtination ; by which, 
Eſau and his poſterity, (the greateſt part of 
mankind) as the Chriſtian doors, profeſ- 
ſors and Rabbies teach, will be conſigned 
to endleſs miſeries, inſtead of being brought 
home, and bleſſed by the firſt-born, and 
firſt fruits, inge and prieſts over all nations. 
Gen. xxvii. 38-40. Heb. xi. 20. 

This year 1795, the time for that part of 
the Gentiles called to run for the kingdom 
and prieſthood expires. The Goſpel was not 
publiſhed, till Paul was called and ſeparated 
to preach it to the Gentiles about 36 years 
from the birth of Chriſt. Between this 
time, and the year 1805, the everlaſting 
Goſpel will be preached openly by a few 
witneſſes ſeparated for that purpoſe ; but 
whether any Jews from this remnant of 
two tribes and a half, will have this pri- 
vilege, is only probable, not clearly aſcer- 
tained. As to a third city, and third tem- 
ple, and the ſecond poſſeſſion of the old 
typical Canaan, none can be expected, but 
by fooliſh people, who prefer the babbling 
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of Millenarian preachers to Pau! and 
John; who ſpeak of no city, but the New 
Jeruſalem above, and the Temple in Hea- 
ven; which at laſt becomes the whole city 
of the living God and the Lamb. I ſaw no 
temple therein, for the Lord God Almighty 
is the Temple, and the Lamb. And the 
city had no need of the Sun or of the Moon, 
that they ſhould ſhine in it ; for the Glory 
of God did enlighten it, and the Lamp is 
the Lamb. Revel. xxi. 22, 23. Galat. iv. 
23—28,—Let the preceding coincidences 
and correſpondences of time, by days, 
months, years, and the evening, be im- 
partially conſidered, Few can conſider 
der them as fortuizous, or undeſigned. I 
write to ſerious believers only. On this 
evening, Infidelity will lift up its horn, 
and even Atheiſm bud here and there 
among ſome literary characters. In the 
laſt part of the days Peter predicts the 
growth of mockers and ſcorners, ſaying, 
where is the promiſe of his coming, for 
ſince our fathers fell aſleep, all things con- 
tinue as they were? So they do; and the 
Sun was riſen, when Lot entered Zoar, and 

Sodom 
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Sodom and Gomorrah were deſtroyed. It 
ſhall be as in the days of Noah, and what 
is more, perhaps, applicable to the preſent 
time of fulneſs of bread, pride, and abun- 
dance of idleneſs, neither did they ſtrengthen 
the hand of the poor and needy, as the 
Lord ſpeaks of Jeruſalem ; which is 
transferred from the Jews to the ſubjects of 
Chriſt, Ezek. xvi. 49. 2dly. The Lao- 
dicean, the ſeventh and laſt church, preſents 
the ſame view of ſecurity from wealth and 
luxury, with the ſecond chapter of Ifaiah, 
which is noticed by our Lord in Noah's 
day, and in the fall of Baby/on, the great 
city, of all nations, peoples, languages, 
and tongues, which 1s connected with the 
144,000 on Mount Zion, with the preach- 
ing of the Everlaſting Goſpel to all dwel- 
lers on the carth ; to every tribe, and nation 
and tongue, and people, and with the wine- 
preſs. Revel. xiv. 3, 6, 8, 16—20,— 
Babylon is myſtery, and lies in a manner un- 
diſcovered. Papal Rome contains not the 
tenth part of the nations, nor ſo much as 
Mahometiſm, and with the Greek church 
equally ſuperſtitious, vindictive, and perſe- 
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cuting, when oppoſed in her corrupt doc- 
trines. Babylon is the whole creation in 
corruption and bondage. Rom. viii. 20, 

22. 
3dly, It is ſaid of Babylon, that in her 
was found the Se of the prophets, and 
Saints, and of all that were ſlain in the 
earth. Rev. xviii. 24. Was there no Babylon 
before Papal Rome? Read Paul's eleventh 
chap. of the Hebrews for prophets, ſaints 
and martyrs, afflicted, perſecuted, ſcourged, 
mocked, ſtoned, fawn aſunder, and lain 
with the ſword ; they wandered about in 
ſheep-ſkins, and goat-ſkins, in deſerts and 
mountains, in dens and caves of the earth, 
being deſtitute, afflicted, tormented, of 
whom the world was not worthy. —Was 
this blood ſhed in Rome, or even in the 
old Babylon, conſidered as a city? The 
city of the nations, tongues, peoples, and 
languages was that great city; and Jeruſa- 
lem ſhall have her claim to part of this 
whore's cup of blood. Let Paul and 
John's maſter and teacher be witneſs, Fill 
up the meaſure of your fathers, that upon 
you may come all the righteous blood ſhed 
upon 


WE 


upon the earth, from the blood of righteous 
Abel to the blood of Zacharias, whom the 
altar couid not protect from your murderous 
hands. Matt. xxiii. 33—36. Feruſalem 


in the myſtery is the whole world in bon- 


dage unto death by fin. Did the Jewiſh 


women only bring forth ſons and daughters, 
finners and ſubject to death and toil, and 


all the miſeries of Adam's fin ? Is not the 


whole world, as one man and woman be- 
fore God? Biſhops Warburton and Hurd 
may deceive themſelves and the world, 
with ſhuffling off the cup of fornication 


and ſorceries to Papal Rome, of which 


every political church has deeply drank. 
4thly. It is declared, that Babylon, the 
great whore and mother of harlots and abo- 
minations of the earth, thus faith, I fit as 
a queen, and am no w:dow, and I ſhall 
never ſee ſorrow. Rev. xviii. 7. Yet in 
one day, even in one hour, her judgment 
cometh. Rev. xviii. 7, 8, 10. Is Papal 
Rome to fall by ſo ſudden and rapid a judg- 
ment, as writers talk by fire from heaven, 
an earthquake, or both ? Let me produce 
the type of Babylon under the law, and the 
pictur 
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picture of the whole world delineated under 
her character. Bel/hazzar the king made 
a great feaſt to a thouſand of his lords, and 
drank wine before the thouſand. And he 
commanded to bring the golden and filver 
veſſels, which his father Nebuchadnezzar 
had taken out of the Temple in Feruſalem, 
that the king and his princes, his wives and 
concubines, might drink therein. They 
drank wine, and praiſed the gods of gold, 
filver, braſs, iron, wood, and ſtone. Then 
came forth the fingers of a man's hand, 


and wrote upon the plaiſter of the wall. 


The ſame night was Belſhazzar, (Lord of 
Treafure laid up) ſlain, and his kingdom 
transferred to another maſter. Dan. v. 1—6. 
Here is the ſame picture of confidence, in- 
ſult, and deriſion of true religion drawn, 
which our Lord draws of the days of Noah, 
till this zyp:ca/ patriarch entered the ark and 
the flood came. The ſame character meets 
our view in the laſt and worſt Laodicean 
church: theſe things ſaith the Amen, the 
faithful and true witneſs, the beginning of 
the creation of God ; I know thy works, 
that thou art neither cold, nor hot : I would 

I thou 
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br hot. So then, becauſe thou art luke- 
warm, and neither cold nor hot, I will 
ſpew thee out of my mouth: becauſe 
thou fayeſt, I am rich, and increaſed in 
goods, and have need of nothing, and 
knoweſt not, that thou art wretched and 
miſerable, and poor, and blind, and naked. 
| 1 counſel thee to buy of me gold tried in 
the fire, that thou mayeſt be rich; and 
white rayment, that thou mayeſt be clothed, 
and the ſhame of thy nakedneſs may not 
appear ; and anoint thine eyes with eye- 
ſalve, that thou mayeſt ſee. Revel. iii. 14— 
19.—In Ifaiah, ch. ii. we find a picture of 
the pride of life, with all the refinements 
of luxury, and ſenſuality: the time is 


marked, in the latter part of the days, (not 


laſt days as tranſlated) the Lord comes to 
humble the haughtineſs and lofty looks of 
man, with the land full of ſilver and gold, 
Horſes and chariots, and all idols. 2dly, 
To rebuke many people, and judge among 
the nations : they ſhall beat their ſwords 
into plough-ſhares, and their ſpears into 
pruning-hooks : nation ſhall not lift up 
{word againſt nation, neither ſhall they 
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learn war. Happy days, when they come; 
for we are now under 7oe/'s prophecy, 
beat your plough-ſhares into ſwords, and 
your pruning-hooks into ſpears, and let the 
weak ſay, I am ſtrong, meaning for war. 
As this awful ſcene is connected with the 
wine-preſs, becauſe the wickedneſs is great, 
it unites in ſenſe with the harveſt and vine 
of the earth being ripe, and to be trodden 
by the 144,000 kings and prieſts, with the 
Lamb in the centre. Revel. xiv. 1—7. in 
both, judgment precedes, and mercy and 
grace follow in the concluſion. I leave to 
the great and dignified teachers to evange- 
hze and bring the quicłening ſpirit to this 
Filling letter. They will entertain them- 
felves ſufficiently with this ſpecimen.. 
3dly, It is ſaid of Babylon, that the fruits 
that thy ſoul luſted after, and all things 
dainty and goodly are departed from thee, 
and thou ſhalt find them no more at all. 
The long catalogue is contained in v. 12 
and 13. Revel. xviii. and intimates the 
great Sabbath of God, when there ſhall be 
no more buying or ſelling, for the Lord 
will make a feaſt for all nations and all 

1 peoples 
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peoples on his own mountain, where he 
gives all, and all others receive the rich 
bleſſings from his hands. Ifai. xxv. 6— 
10. To apply this, as Daubuz, Lowman, 
and others to the Romiſh church, traffick- 
ing with her ſuperſtitions, corruptions, 
and ſacred mummery, is to forget, that 
merchandizing is not confined to one 
church: the Greek church has her mer- 
chants, and all Chriſtian nations are as 
greedy of the dainty and goodly articles of 
Babylon, to feed the beaſt, and his five 
ſenſes, as any Mahometan or Pagan king- 
doms can be, and much exceed them.— 
'The kings of the earth, the merchants and 
mariners, lament for her fall, her deſtruc- 
tion, and the loſs of her goods for the pride 
of life, the luſts of the fleſh, and the luſts 
of the eyes, which are not of the Fat her, 
but of the world, in our brother John's 
words. This picture repreſents the whole 
world under a conſtant and unwearied pur- 
{uit of the riches, the luxuries, and ſplen- 
did banquets with idleneſs, moſtly of mind 
and body, This ſcene ſhews that beautiful 
and ſublime chapter of Zechariah, where it is 
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faid, in at day there ſhall be no more a 
Canaante, (a merchant) in the houſe of 
the LORD of HOSTS. ch. xiv. laſt verſe. 
But whether this ſtate of things can appear, - 
but under the new heavens and new earth, 
remains a doubt with me, as it did to that 
great and good man Dr. Thomas Burnet. 
Three things are evident, that all churches 
have denied the name Jeſus, ſave the Phila- 
delphian church, with her /:ttle flrength, 
yet with two peculiar bleſſings, that ſhe 
ſhall be kept from the hour of temptation, 
which ſhall come upon a// the world, ta 
try them that dwell on the carth. Revel. 
il. 9—12. This appears plainly enough to 
ſuch who do not ſhut their eyes, to be the 
fire of Paul to try every man's work, for 
it ſhall be revealed by fre; if any man's 
work be burnt, he ſhall ſuffer loſs : but he 
himſelf hall be ſaved; yet ſo, as by fire, 
1 Cor. iii. 12—16, The Goſpel ſpeaks 
clearly in this place. 2. That our Lord's 
words will be found too true, that falſe 
Chriſts ſhall ariſe, and falſe prophets, (in- 
terpreters and preachers) and ſhall ſhew 
great ſigns and wonders, ſo as to deceive, 
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(if it were poſſible) even the e/ef. Matt. 
xxiv. 24. Mark xiii. 22. Beware of 
falſe prophets in ſheep's clothing, but in- 
wardly are ravening wolves. Matt. vii. 15. 
Many falſe prophets are gone out into the 
world, who deny Chriſt come in the fh, 
doubtleſs to condemn fin in it, and by ſuf- 
fering death to deſtroy death, and the Devil, 
who had the power of it, and to deliver 
all, who, through fear of it, were in 
bondage all their life. — Antichriſt, then, 
may be ſaid to reign in every church, that 
denies Jeſus to be the deſtroyer of death, 
the firſt and the ſecond death equally in 
his victory over this laſt enemy. 1 Cor. xv. 

The Voice of Glad Tidings to Jews and 
Gentiles was publiſhed (price 4s.) in the 
year 1763, in the myſteries of the fr} 
born and firſt fruits : the everlaſting goſpel] 
is proclaimed in the name of the whole aſ- 
ſembly of theſe kings and prieſts unto God 
and the Lamb. Revel. xiv. 1—$, To all 
the inhabitants of the earth, and to every 
nation, and tribe, and tongue, and people, 
by an angel, (one meſſenger and not many) 
in the midſt of heaven, bgnifying an open 


teſtimony, 


& By 


teſtimony. Noah was anly one witneſs to 
the deluge: to Abraham alone was the de- 
ſtruction of Sodom and Gomorrah revealed : 
Daniel bore a ſolitary teſtimony by ſeventy 
weeks to the firſt advent of the Lord in the 
fleſh : to judge by theſe examples, one, and 
only one, may bear witneſs to his ſecond ad- 
vent in the deluge of heavenly fire, to which 
the apoſtle Peter compares the true baptiſm 
of the Goſpel, which will be poured our 
as at the pentecaſt, upon all fleſh, as the 
pledge and earneſt was given in the e/ef, 
devout men out of every nation under hea- 
ven. This was the feaſt of weeks, the 
harveſt, at the end of ſeven ſabbaths, with 
the o#ave, the number crowning all the 
figurative leſtivals, 1 Pet. iii. 21, 22. Heb. ii. 
1—21. Joel ji. 28—32. It is one Holy 
fire which muſt conſume, and conſummate 
all fleſh in the /þ/ri7, To this end, divine 
Wiſdom, in the firſt language to the world, 
has fixed a double and a contrary ſenſe to 
the Hebrew words ſo often uſed, Taman 
and Calab, in which as Paul ſpeaks, {who 
is equal to all doctors and preachers) the 
letter that Killeth, and the ſpirit that giveth 
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life, are found united. In, or naar the year 
1764 preceding Chriſt, Jacob, (the father 
of the Hracl of God) had the bleſſing of 
the fr /i-horn conferred on him; and Eſau 
received his bleſſing too. So Moles ſaid 
in Geneſ. xxvii. 379—41. And the apoſ- 
tle confirms that of Moſes in Heb. xi. 20. 
Are not Moſes and Paul as wile at leaſt, as 
academical and royal profeſſors of theology 
at our own, or foreign univerſities, either 
proteſtant, or papal? In 1763 the Lord 


opened to me the full view of this moſt 


precious council and plot of grace and 


mercy, loſt from the fifth century to this 
time to the church, as it is called, in every 
kingdom. — The beloved diſciple's teſti- 
mony may be read in Revel. vii. and c. xiv. 
with the everlaſting goſpel, (good news of 
the ages) preached as ſuch to them that 
dwell on the earth, and to every nation, 


and kindred, and tongue, and people: to 


which, the fall of Babylon, (the whole cre- 


ation of Paul, Rom. viii. ſubject unto 
corruption) is annexed ; together with the 
harveſt, and the wine-preſs for the vine of 


the earth, that is, for the 5/00d of fin, the 


mother 
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mother of fleſh, the works of which ate 
evil, and which cannot enter the kingdom 
of heaven, till evangelically taken away, 
or in Paul's words, changed into ſpiritual, 
immortal, glorious, and incorruptible body 
or ſubſtance. Revel. xiv. Joel iii. 13. This 
great work of love and mercy belongs to 
the Lamb, and the kings, prieſts and firſt 
fruits, who, having ſuffered with, and for 
their Lord, are in the apoſtle's words heirs 
and co-heirs, reigning over the nations, on 
the Mount Zion above, not the typical 
Zion ; which enthuſiaſts and ignorant pre- 
tenders are labouring to bring forward in 
this ſecond evening of the ſixth day.— The 
Gentiles were not directly called to run for 
the prerogative of the firſt born, or the dou-- 
ble portion of the evangelical prieſthood, 
till Paul preached in the year 36 after our 
Lord; this the Jews knew to be the glory 
of kings and prieſts under Meſſiah; and 
thought too, that this great privilege could 
not paſs over to Gentiles, but muſt be con- 
fined to Abraham's ſeed alone. Hence the 
learned phyſician Burthogge, in a tract de- 
dicated to Locke, ſays in a miſtake, that 

the 
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the myſtery Paul ſpeaks of, was that of 
calling the Gentiles to believe in Chriſt. 
It was to open a way for them to run for 
the high prize, or the birthright-glory. 
The Jews were no ſtrangers to the diſtinc- 
tion ſo marked by the Levztes, the prieſts ; 
and by the high prieſt, the king with his 
mitre, the holineſs of Fehovah, reſtricted 
to the houſe of Aaron, in their tribe—They 
knew to what the promiſe to Abraham, 
Jaac and Jacob, extended, that all nations, 
kindreds, peoples, and tongues, were to be 
bleſſed in their fathers ; but they never con- 
ceived, that a transfer of the higheſt privi- 
lege and honour could be made to the Gen- 
tiles. The large note on this ſubje& may 
be ſeen in p. 48, of my Diſcourſe on the 
Third Day, price as. 


PARALLEL OF TIME CONSIDERED. 


The times, mentioned by our Lord and 
Paul, his ſervant, ſeem plainly to inſinuate 
an equality of years: The maſter ſpeaks 
thus, ** Jeruſalem ſhall be trodden down of 
the Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles 
be fulfilled.” — Luke xxi. 24. — The 
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Lord limits the period of the Jews in their 
diſperſion, and captivity among the nations, 
until theſe times expire. The apoſtle varies 
the expreſſion, that blindneſs or hardneſs in 
part is happened to Iſrael, till the /ulneſs of 
the Gentiles be come in; which fignihes, 
'till the election of grace among them ſhall 
be completed, fo that all Iſrael, and all the 
other nations, ſhall be bleſſed through theſe 
few choſen veſſels, both among the Jews 
and Gentiles. For God hath ſhut them 
up together in unbelief, that he might 
have mercy upon all. Rom. xi. 16—31. 
Pride and envy, in religious points ever 
the moſt ferocious, have made this chapter 
of Paul, a ſtumbling block, which he gave 
to be a light clear enough to illuſtrate the 
abounding grace of God in this council, 

In the year 1758, the firſt public preach- 
ing of the Everlaſting Goſpel was begun in 
America, and ever fince 1760, continued in 
this kingdom, a great wilderneſs; where 
as well as in Chriſtendom, the two prophets 
are yet in ſackclothi, and the heavens are 
ſhut from rain: nor will they put on whe 
rayment, till ncar, or in the 179%.—AMoſes 
and Elias, (the heads of the law and the 

prophets,

prophets, both witneſſing the ſalvation of 
all nations as well as the Jews) appeared in 
glory on the Mount, and departed in that 
glory of Jeſus, their lord and king, leav- 
ing him alone in that magnificent and ſo- 
litary name, Jeſus : ſo muſt the whole fi- 
gurative ceconomy of the law, and its il- 
luſtrious interpreters the prophets, all finally 
flow into that one name, and be glorified 
in it, which is the concluding grace of 
the law, the prophets, and the Goſpel. 

In the year 1760 I publiſhed an Eſay 


on the Number Seven, at the earneſt re- 


queſt of the late Dr. Edward Young. His 
name and letter of approbation gave it a 
quick paſſport to the world, and as quick a 
ſale; though the Monthly Reviewers ftruck 
at it for having a little myſticiſm, (a moſt 
dreadful crime) or rather for the conamen- 
dation of my moſt eſteemed friend, the late 


William Law ; but as I ſtruck the firſt blow, 


they would be juſtified in the Crows Office, 
Price 28. 

In the fame year was publiſhed the Sab- 
batical Year of the Law, explained in its 
privileges by the Goſpel.— The Myrmidons 
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ſpoke like men in good temper, very well 
of it. Price 2s. 6d. 

In the ſame year I publiſhed the Feaſt of 
Trumpets on the Fir Day of the Seventh 
Month of the Law. The two leading feſ- 
tivals of Paſſover and Penteco/} have been 
fulfilled, yet they are no more underſtood 
or explained in their evangelical ſenſe, than 
if they made no part of the Goſpel. The 
Reviewers gave the title page of the Work 
without any character or criticiſm, as judg- 
ing it unworthy of either—This Work in 
the judgment of the late Biſhop Newton 
contained the greateſt meaſure of propheſy- 
ing, ſpiritual interpretation, ever beſtowed 
on one perſon ſince the Reformation. This 
the compoſitor now living told me, who 
carried the proof ſheets, ſo eager was the 
Bithop to read it. He ſaid, that he under- 
ſtood every part, but the rejection of the 
blood of beaſts for fin and treſpaſs-offer- 
ings, from the altar of fire, it being com- 
manded to be poured out at the bottom of 
the altar. The reaſon of this has been 
ſhewn in the Daily Service of the Tem— 
ple, ſince publiſhed. That miniſtra- 
tion

tion comprehended the figures of the Goſ- 
pel in Death and Life, Death, or the kill- 
ing of fleſh was exhibited on the altar of 
braſs, on which the perpetual fire was to 
burn. Life was ſhewn ſucceeding to 
Death on the golden altar of incenſe in the 
firſt holy place. This the Apoſtle Peter 
from the great example of Chriſt, (who 
ſhewed in himſelf the whole myſtery of 
his prieithood) calls being put to death in 
the fleſh, and made alive in the ſpirit. 1 Pet. 
111, 18.—Our elder brother Paul ſtyles it, 
dying daily, being baptiſed unto Chriſt's 
death, his outer man {the old Adam) periſh- 
ing daily, (continually) and his inner man, 
(the ſpiritual Adam, the incorruptible feed 
or ſon of the //ord, the only-begotten) re- 
newing day by day. 2 Cor. iv. 16. This 
generation the Hebrew church called being 
born or begotten out of the mouth, or breath 
of God ; which was exemplified in our 
Lord breathing on his diſciples, and giv- 
ing the Holy Spirit in the blood of the ever- 
laſting covenant, and the Lamb and Dove- 
Fire, which, (according to the wiſdom of 
God, tooliſhneſs unto men) conſumes the 


old 
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old man, and conſummates the new man in 
the Lord: So has the Lord in the Hebrew 
tongue given a double ſenſe to the words, 
Tamam and Calah, ſo often uſed, to con- 
ſume, deſtroy, and devour, and to conſum- 
mate, make perfect, and finiſh, in the moſt 
perfect way.— This birth from above, this 
new Geneſis, was received again in the 
breath of the Lord at the Feaſt of Pentecoſſ, 
when he came as he promiſed, in the 
mighty ruſhing wind, and in blood and fire 
and pillars of ſmoke : then he drank of the 
new wine, and new fleſh of ſpirit with 
them, as he ſpoke in the myſterious Gol- 
pel of John; I will come again to you: 
I will not drink of the fruit of the vine 
from henceforth, till I drink it new with 
you in the kingdom of my Father. Matt. 
XXVi. 29. in the kingdom of God. Mark 
xiv. 25. till the kingdom of God ſhall 
come. Luke xxii. 18.—Then did they cat 
and drink at his table : then did ſup with 
him, and he with them. —Revel. iii. 20. 
'Then was the Lord the feeder, and the 
food, at the new altar of fire, ſet up and 
kindled in the new temple, houſe and habi- 

tation 
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tation of the Holy Spirit; then was the 
b:aft, the old ſelf, ſlain by the breath of his 
lips, and the ſceptre of his mouth: the two 
edged {word killed the fleſh, and all its evil 
works ; and a new heart and new fpirit 
were given to them: the pride of life, the 
luſts of the fleſh, and the luſts of the eyes, 
in rank and power, in ſenſual pleaſures, 
and in covetouſneſs, or love of money, the 
root of all evil, and of all oppreſſions, of 
wars and tyranny ; this dark tribe were 
driven from their throne and ſtrong-hold, 
while they ſold their poſſeſſions, and ful- 
filled the Baptiſt's command, he that hath 
two coats, let him give to him that has 
none ; and he that hath meat, let him do 
likewiſe: he ſhall avoid the wrath to 
come; he ſhall have no judgment, no 
ſtripes, either few or many, but praiſe and 
honour from his heavenly King and Saviour, 
Theſe brethren of Chriſt, theſe ſons of 
God, born Spirit of Spirit, fat down at 
one table, in that levelling principle of 
equality, as of one father and one family.— 
They were then as a city ſet on a hill; 
but as the Lord foretold, ravening wolves 
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ſhall come in ſheep's cloathing, falſe pro- 
phets, that is, interpreters, and expound- 
ers of the Goſpel, not foretellers of future 
events, as vulgarly conceived ; theſe are 
called the hirel:ng, and the Antichriſts of 
John, who are many, who will not preach 
the Goſpel, but by ſtipulating for reward 
and contract. Such never have preached 
the Goſpel ; ſuch never could preach it. 
Let the hiſtory of the church, (which 


bears as ſcvere a teſtimony againſt itſelf, as 


the prophets do againſt the jews) let this, 
I fay, ſhew us, that the hirelings were in- 
troduced by Conſtantine: of whom a cotem- 
porary writer ſpeaks thus,“ The Prince en- 
tered the church, not as a true and plain 
Chriſtian, which indeed had been moſt 
happy and deſirable; but he brought in 
with him, his lily, his honour, his 
arms, his enjigns, his triumphs, his haughs 
tineſs, his pride, his ſuperciliouſneſs, that is, 
he came into the houſe of God, accompa- 
nied with the Dev//, He would have 
Joined together 2% houſes and 1wo cities, 
(which is impoſſible) that of God and the 
Devil, Their zeal cooled by degrees, their 

faith 


(. 41 ) 
faith decreaſed, their whole piety degene- 
rated ; inſtead whereof, we now make uſe 
of ſhadows and images, and I would, that 
we could retain theſe, The meek and /owwly 
Jeſus, the Prince of Peace, of Patience, 
and Love to enemies as well as friends, the 
ranſom for all men, and propitiation (Mercy 
Seat) for the fins of the who/e world, called 
his diſciples to the daily croſs, not to pomp 
and ſplendor. Let two hundred thouſand 
Prieſts in the Papal Church, (all falſe pro= 
phets in the ſenſe of our Lord and his ſer- 


vant Paul, as preachers of lies and delu- 


ſions) ſhew us the ſad effects of rank, 


wealth, and power. 

The pretence, that learning is encouraged, 
is falſe. Learned men firſt invented all the 
corruptions and ſuperſtitions, all the rub- 
biſh, as Mr. Soame Fenyns calls it, which 
have been added to the pure religion of 
Chriſt, a Huet, a Calmet, and an Ugolinus, 
equal to both, will abuſe all theirgreat talents 


in ſupport of errors and of idolatry, as much 


as ignorant and unlearned Monks—that the 
end of falſe religion in all communities, 
more or leſs adopted and cheriſhed, draws 
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near, I make no doubt. May it ſoon be 
effected, ought to be the prayer of all who 
love God, his Chriſt, and his fellow crea- 
ture. 

In 1767, I publiſhed the Go/ſpe/ of the 
Daily Service; in which, the ſix branches 
of that magnificent miniſtration, were ex- 
plained in their ſpiritual ſenſe, which con- 
ſtitutes Goſpel, or good views. 1. The per- 


petual fire. 2. The continual oblation of 


the Lambs. 3. The meat- offering, and 
drink-offering. 4. The keeping the ſeven 
lamps always burning. 5. The kindling 
the incenſe on the Golden Altar. 6. The 
ſingers with harps and pſalteries, accompa- 
nying this perpetual Feaſt of the Lord's 
Table in his Palace or Temple. 

This altar was called Ariel, my lion is 


God. The Lamb was the feeder, and fin 


and treſpaſs-offerings were his food, which 
he devoured, according to the fleſh, repre- 
ſenting the offerer as the ſinner, like a greedy 
lion his prey, and conſummated them into 
the perpetual fire, a figure of everlaſting 
fire, or life eternal. —This double charac- 
ter the Apoſtle Paul calls the letter that 

killeth,

killeth, and the ſpirit that giveth life: 
this is the wi/dom of God in a myſtery 
ſpoken to the perfe#, the adult, who can 
bear ſtrong meat, and want not milk, as 
carnal and babes, Our Bacon calls them, 
expreſſive and fignificative rites ; yes, they 


are, and point out to us under the Goſpel, _ 


the worſhip of the Father in Spirit and 
Truth, and no more in carnal ordinances, 
the figures of the heavenly powers for tlie 
new Temple, building by the Holy Spirit 
in fire and blood, and vapour of the 20 ite 
cloud. Every branch of the temple- miniſ- 
tration is brought to light under the Goſ- 
pel, to be fulfilled in believers, as /zving 
temples, piritual houſes and tabernacles of 
the one ſpirit in the fire of the Father, and 
in the zew blood of wiſdom, who builds 
her houſe on ſeven pillars, ſeven lights, 
on one ſtone, Prov. ix. 1, 2. Zechar. iii. 9. 
1. Of the fire. Thus ſpeaks the king and 
high prieſt of the new Temple r] came to 
ſend fire on earth, and what will I, if it be 


already kindled ?“ Luke xii. 49. Every - 


one ſhall be ſalted with fire, and every ſacri- 
fice ſhall be /a/ted with ſalt,” Mark ix. 49. 
G 2 In 
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In this we have the ſalt of the law ſhewn in 
its true ſenſe. Levit. xii. 23. Numb. xviii. 
19. 2. The meat and drink-offering of 
that altar, called by our great Teacher of the 
myſteries of his internal kingdom, the fle/b 
and S of himſelf, the true Lamb; the 
bicad of life (an Hebraiſm, living bread) 
coming down from heaven continually, and 
the wwne of the Kingdom; the exalted life is 
in that precious blood, which was drank 
openly at Pentecoſt, that the figure of the 
law might be brought into light and truth 
for every believer, called to be a temple and 
a prieſt through the high prieſt over the 
whole houſe and family of God.---3. The 
Laver of Braſs, . He has ſaved us by the 
laver (water) of regeneration, even by the 
renewing of the Holy Spirit.” Tit. iii. Is 
this water from rivers or ſprings? Is the 
Goſpel become the law? Or is this- water 
of Life from the throne of the Lamb, com- 
mon water ſanctified by ignorance and im- 
poſture to the myſtical waſhing of fins ? 
Then it does as much as the blood of 
. Chriſt can do? O ſhame to teachers!

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4. The Garments of the Levites : Thou 
haſt a few names, even in Sardis, which 
have not defiled their garments. Revel. iu. 
4. Bleſſed is he who keepeth his gar- 
ments; that he walk not naked, and they 
ſee his ſhame. Revel. xvi. 15. Is this gar- 
ment outward as under the law, or inward 2 
ls it not the new white rayment, waſhed in 
the blood of the Lamb, the internal ſprink- 
ling ſeven times, as it was ſprinkled out- 
wardly ſeven times under the Law ? And 
this we are counſelled to buy of the Lord, 
that the ſhame of our nakedne/s may not 
appear. Revel. iii. 17. 5. The lamps. 
We find the high prieſt in his garments of 
glory and beauty, walking in the midſt of 
ſeven golden candleſticks, ſeven congrega- 
tions, to preſerve them lighted in his peo- 
ple, who ſerve him day and night in the 
living temples of their bodies. 6. The in- 
cenſe of the Golden Altar. The incenſe- 
cloud of ſweet odour went up from the 
golden altar of peace and praiſe, (for no 
wrath of Alling, and burning, as at the al- 


tar of braſs, was to be ſeen there) this 


cloud was white, fragrant, and illumined 


by 
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by the ſeven lights of the golden candle- 
ſticks. In Malachi, c. i. 11. in every place 
incenſe ſhall be offered unto my name, for 
my name ſhall be great among the Gentiles, 
even from the riſing of the Sun, unto the 
going down of the ſame, 'The prayers of 
the Saints form this cloud of incenſe, 
with harps and vials full of odours, (in- 
cenſe) becauſe this part conſiſts of praiſes 
and thankſgivings for all men ; for no pray- 
er for wrath or vengeance can be accepted 
in the Holy Place. Revel, v. 8.—c. viii. 
3, 4. Theſe ſix branches evangelically 
performed conſtitute the worſhip of the 


Father in ſpirit and truth, which is that 


only worſhip the Father requires under the 
Goſpel. John iv. 21,25. This ſhort 
delineation of a Chriſtian prieſt, I mean of 


every believer, who is as much a prieſt, as 


an archbiſhop, I have taken from a collec- 
tion of Poems and Letters juſt publiſhed 
and fold by Sael, 194, Strand; by Pea- 
cock, 259, Oxford-ſtreet, and at No. 19, 
Catharine-ſtreet, price as. 'Theſe parts of 
the Temple-miniſtry are unfolded at large 
in the work laſt mentioned. This the Re-

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viewers in their ſuperlative wiſdom, or ig- 
norance, called a piece of Hutchinſoniſm, 
becauſe I commended ſome paſſages reſpect- 
ing the cloud and clouds in his writings.

This was pub= 
liſhed ſeveral years paſt. In this, Jeſus 
H Chriſt 
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Chriſt is proved to be the Son, the male 
or A rong man, ſeparated from that woman, 
called the Wonder, clothed with the fun, 
and with a crown of twelve ſtars on her 
head. Revel. xii. 1 5. Dauiel fees him 
brought in the clouds to the Antient of days, 
and to the throne of hat moſt High God. 
Ch. vii. 8-13. He calls him Bar Enoſb, 
fon of miſerable man, of Adam broken 
aſunder from the fi image of bis creators, 
male and female made he him, and called 
their name, Adam. Gen. 1. 26. and Gen. 
v. I, 2. This myſtery was underſtood by 
the ancient Hebrew Church. This great 
breach and. diviſion was preſerved in the 
cherubim, two only, which were reſtored 
in the typical tabernacle of Moſes, and the 
Temple of Solomon. Hence he is called 
Jeſus of Nazareth, of the ſeparation and 
reſervation, Netzer of Iſai. ch. xi. The 
branch trom a tree from the root, Natzer, 
to preſerve or keep : in Jerem. xxiii. 3. de- 
nominated Zemach, and in Zech. iii. 8. 
my ſervant, the ranch. This is the Levi 
of ancient time, (the Son of Union) who 
{aid unto. his father and mother, I have not 

ſeen 
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feen him. Deut. xxxiii. 8. He was ſe- 
parated many ages paſt, before he came into 
the fleſh of his Father and Mother's fin, 
the body of our humiliation, in Paul's 
words. Phil. iii. 21.—His goings forth, 
(generations) have been from ancient time, 
even from the days of the age, (a concealed 
duration) Mic. v. 2. This truth was loſt 
and buried in the firſt Nicene council, and 
its creed, where one branch of the apoſtacy 
began, by the tyranny and ignorance of a 
political or ſtate-hierarchy then eſtabliſhing 
itſelf, and which was fully eftabliſhed by 
the Emperors, and eſpecially by Juſtinian, 
regarding and calling the Pope the head of 
all churches in the year 533. In confirma- 
tion of this truth, let the following paſ- 
{ages be carefully confidered. Gen. 111. 15. 
Daniel vii. 8—13. Rev. xii. 1—5. Pf. ii. 
6—9. Pf. viii. 5. Pf, xlv. 6, 7. Pl. 
IXxxx. 15—17. Pf, cx. 1—4, Iſai. ix. 
6, 7. ch. xi. 1. Jerem. xxiii. 3. Zech. iii. 
8. Matt. ii. 23. John iii. 13. ch. vi. 62. 
ch. xvii. 3—24. Acts x. 38, & ch. xxii. 8. 
Heb. v. 4, 5 and ch. xii. 8. Revel. i. 7. 
1 Pet. i. 19, 20. Luke ix. 26. 
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Let it be obſerved, that 7e/us is never 
called ſon. of man in the Goſpel, but ſon 
of the man, who is in heaven. The Hebrew 
church called the Ancient of days, the ſu- 
preme man, the one true man by Philo, 
the firſt and only exemplar and form of all 
perfect men, angels, archangels, and other 
celeſtial beings. Twice is he called ſon of 
man in Revel. i. 13, and ch. xiv. 14. with- 
out the article, which in the other places ex- 
preſſes the man, by way of eminence and 
ſeparation: but in theſe places it denotes 
him, the /on of man, but by the female eſ- 
ſence only. This ancient union with the 
ſupreme God made him heir of all things in 
the three heavens of the Hebrew 'Theology. 
The inmoſt of which Paul calls the 7h:rd 
heaven. 2 Cor. xii. 2, He ſpeaks ac- 
cording to the pure wiſdom and knowledge 
of the prophets. The oral interpreters - 
ſpeak thus, in correſpondence to the three 
diviſions of the temple ; the Court of the 
prieſts, of braſs; the holy place, and the 
Holy of holes, of fine gold. This is the 
higheſt ſtate, to which, the matter of this 
world, all corrupt and divided, can be raiſed, 
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and fixed by the zranſmuting power of 
eternal fire of him, who will change and 
ſubdue all things into himſelf, that is, into 
his own quickening or /ife-creating ſpirit. 
As Jeſus comes the ſecond time without fin, 
not the ſin- offering, but our peace, unto 
ſalvation ; ſo he comes in the name Fehovab, 
our righteouſneſs, and r:ghteouſneſs to the 
ends of the earth. Jerem. xxiii. 6, 7. 
r Sam. ii. 10 Pl. ii. %. 
Iſai. xlv. 22 and ch. lii. 10. Micah v. 4. 
Zechar. ix. 10. Acts xii. 47. Heb. x. 
13.— The ſchools of the prophets taught 
the Hebrew church, that when the zetra- - 
grammaton, the tour lettered name, Jeho- 
vah (or Jeve) ſtood without any adjunct 
of Elohim or Adon, (God or Lord) he 
was all pure mercy without any judgment. 
Thus Iſaiah ſpeaks in ch. xxvii. 4. Fury is 
not in me, ſaith the Lord; but as the judg- 
ing of all nations is in Jacob, the head of 
the double Vrael, it is ſaid, they that come 
of Jacob ſhall take root; Iſrael ſhall bloſ- 
ſom and bud, and /½ the face of the wor/d 
with fruit ; Jeſus is our Jacob, who wreſt- 
led for us; and who came into the goat- 
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tin, the fi- offering under the law, to ſteal 
a bleſſing for his elder brother, which he 
had loſt, by a ſubtlety of love beyond the 
knowledge of any church, or the great cor- 
poration of two hundred thouſand preachers 
and miniſters in Chriſtendom.—//rae/ muſt 
be perfected in a double twelve, ſix names 
on one ſhoulder, in one ſtone, and fix names 
on the other ſhoulder of the Ephod, the 
long robe, all blue, and the firſt garment of 
the High priej? : twelve ſtones on the breaſt- 
plate near the heart, the tountain of blood ; 
theſe were borne as a memorial before the 
Lord in the typical garments of Aaron and 
his ſons. We ſhall find the twenty-four 
elders ſitting before God, the Lamb, their 
Father, (who yet has his Father too) as 
Jacob had his Iſaac, and Iſaac his Abraham, 
and Abraham, one higher than himſelf.— 
Theſe twenty-fourelders with the cherubim, 
redeemed and reſtored, (which could not 
be, had they not fallen from glory) ſit on 
twenty-four thrones, crowned with golden 
crowns, and lead the way in finging the 
new ſong, in that ſublime and beautiful 


chapter the fifth of Revelation: not only 
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the twenty-four elders, but angels, called 
(E/ohim) ten thouſand times ten thouſand, 
and thouſands of thouſands, ſaid, worthy 
is the Lamb that was ſlain, to receive power, 
and riches, and wiſdom, and ſtrength, and 
honour, and glory, and blefling. This 
chapter ſhews the fulneſs of the dominion 
given in Dan. vii. 10. to the ſon of man 
(Bar Enoſh) and the very glorious conſum- 
mation; every creature which is in heaven, 
and on the earth, and under the earth, and 
ſuch are in the ſea, and all that are in them, 
heard I, ſaying, bleſſing, and honour, and 
glory, and power be unto him that ſitteth 
upon the throne, and unto the Lamb for 
ages of ages. And the tour living creatures 
ſaid amen, and the four and twenty elders 
fell down and worſhipped him that liveth 
for ages and ages. The number of the 
four and twenty multiplied into twelve 
thouſand, each, is found twice only in the 
Revel. given to the boſom-diſciple, John. 
Ch. vii. & ch. xiv. Firſt, they are called 
the tribes of Iſracl; and in ch. xiv. Their 
names and offices are given as kings, prieſts, 
and f fruits unto God, and the Lamb, 
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Bis fellow, as Zechariah calls him, ch. xili. 
7. the ſhepherd, the man, (Geber) my fellow 
or neighbour—this number correſponds 
with David's enlargement of the fingers 
in the Temple, divided into twenty-four 
courſes. They make together two hun- 
dred, fourſcore and eight, who ſhould pro- 
pheſy, {declare ſalvation to all) with harps, 
pſalteries and cymbals for ſong, by the 
king's order, to give thanks and to praiſe 
the Lord. 1 Chron. xxv. 1—8. 

It is faid in Revel. v. 9. the twenty-four 
elders ſung anew ſong with harps. In ch. xiv. 
3. it is again ſaid, no man could learn that 
new ſong, but the hundred, forty and four 
thouſand, which were redeemed from the 
earth, being the jir/? fruits unto God, and 
the Lamb. In ch. xv. 3. they, ſtanding on 
the ſea of glaſs mingled with fire, (the 
whole creation delivered from the bondage of 
corruption into the liberty of the ſons of God, 
Rom. viii. 19, 20.) Sing the ſong of Moſes, 
the ſervant of God, and the ſong of the 
Lamb. Part of their ſong is, all nations 


{hall come and worſhip before thee, for thy 
judgments 
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judgments are made manifeſt, (in the beſt 
ſenſe of his judgments.) 

The Reviewers on this Dialogue faid, 
that commentators make Conſtantine, the 
ſon, the male or ſtrong man, taken up to 
the throne of God. I admit that Grotius 
and other men ſay ſo; and might have ap- 
plied it to any thing, or any event what- 
ever. —As theſe men profeſs conſtant war 
againſt myſteries, though authorifed by 
Jeſus, and given to any, whom the Lord 
ſhall chooſe to reveal them to, I ſhall pro- 
duce one man who may weigh with the 
circle of ſciences in each of their heads, 
Vitringa, I mean: I can fay, that a certain 
order of men was appointed by God under 
the Old Teſtament, to whom, more than 
others, the principal truths, the knowledge 
of which was neceſſary to the church, were 
revealed. Theſe truths were the fey of 
knowledge, by them ſhamefully concealed 
in the trme of Chriſt, for which wicked- 
neſs they are rebuked, S. Obſerv. lib. i. 
p. 119.,—The interior ſenſe of the words 
of the law is the pearl, the literal ſenſe of 
the parable, or allegory, is of no price. So 
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ſaid Maimonides in his More Nevochim, the 
beſt work he ever wrote, containing ſome 
traces of the oral interpreters. Khenferd, 
a great maſter of Hebrew learning and 
antiquities, in his tract concerning the cav- 
baliftic ſtyle of the Revelation, juſtly re- 
marks. The Cabbala, (the Eſoteric doc- 
trine) was appointed by God in the eſta— 
bliſhment of the primitive church under 
the Jews ; preſcribed to the beads of fami- 
lies, and the teachers of that church; ob- 
ſerved by them from the beginning, and 
continued to the time of Chriſt: but by 
the pride and envy of their Rabbies, their 
Chochamim, Geonim, and other inſolent 
titles, who thought the poor and unlearned 
unworthy to have the /a:th committed to 
their cars, obſcured and corrupted it. The 
conſequence was, that the wiſe and prudent, 
as they conceived themſelves, became more 


blind and ſtupid than the people of the earth, 


as they called their poor brethren. Eraf- 
mus preferred one page of Origen to ten of 
Auſtin, But, alas! he was only © o be 
a pupil to the leaſt of the Reviewers. The 
learned Huet thought Origen worthy his 
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ſtudy and care: but what is this Biſhop to 
a ſingle member of that critic tribe ? 
D*Aille de uſu Patrum, calls Origen the 
oreateſt of all the primitive writers; and 
even Dr. Fortin, who hates myſteries as 
much as the late Biſhop Warburton, ſpeaks 
in general very highly of his knowledge, 
piety, and fortitude. Paul calls bèlievers 
faithful ſtewards of the myſteries of God, 
ſpeaking the wiſdom of God amgng the 
perfect, the adult, and capable of giving 
ſtrong meat, and not almoſt ever milk to 
babes. Heb. v. 12—14. The celebrated 
Whuchcot obſerves, this is the way to pre- 
vent growing in true knowledge, and to 
keep their hearers always in leading ſtrings. 
Dr. Henry More (omitting Cudworth and 
Gell) as illuſtrious for his piety as for his 
comprehenſive underſtanding in divine 
things, ſays, “I doubt not, but the diſco- 
very of the genuine ancient Cabbala will 
produce this effect, that the Chriſtian reli- 


gion will become more acceptable to all men, 


and eſpecially to the eus, when it ſhall be 
purified from the vaſt heap of droſs, under 
which it now lies 64ried, Even Carpzovius 
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in his introduction to the Fewrh Theology, 
c. XX1V. allows, that the remains of ancient 
orthodoxy, and many things may be drawn 
from the monuments and writings of the 
Cabbaliſis to confirm the Chriſtian faith.— 
Paul was a Cabbaliſt, a myſtic, in expound- 
ing the allegory of the two ſons of Abra- 
ham by the bond- woman, and the free wo- 
man; in the literal hiſtory, a mere domeſ- 
tic concern of no moment ; in the myſtery 
or ſpirit, the two covenants of death and 
life, of bondage unto the firſt, and of de- 
liverance unto the ſecond. 

The apoſtle did not give this 420 as new, 
but derived from the pure part of the oral 
law; he, as a ſcribe, well inſtructed unto 
the kingdom of heaven, was able to bring 
forth things etw and old. Matt. xiii. 52. 
The wiſer Hebrews compared the letter of 
the law to water, and the ſpiritual or inte- 
rior ſenſe to wine ; ſo much they knew the 
myſtery (S) to excel in dignity the mere 
hiſtory. Galatinus, (a mere plagiariſt, 
from Raymond Marlini's work on the 
pure and uncorrupt traditions of the Jews) 
obſerves, that the modern Talmudiſts, 
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darkened in their underſtanding, embrace 
only the h1ftorical and literal ſenſe ; when 
the ancient Jews ſought out the ſecrets of 
the law by means of the ſpiritual or myſtic 
ſenſe. — This dialogue reſtores a truth, 
which, had it not been loſt and deſtroyed by 
councils, would have ſaved the Athanaſians, 
and Arians, from the diſgrace and ſin of 
being perſecutors and murderers, for ſeveral 
centuries. This familiar mode of explain- 
ing the ſacred writings introduced more of 
late by Socinus, Crellius, Grotius, Le 
Clerk, Dr. Prieſtley, and his diſciples, is 
like extinguiſhing the altar of perpetual 
fire, throwing down the laver, putting out 
the ſeven lamps, breaking the golden altar 
of incenſe, dragging the cherubim and ark 
from the Holy of Holies, (as the Babylo- 
nians did at burning the Temple) and then 
crying out, behold the beautiful ſimplicity 
of divine worſhip in theſe empty courts of 
the Lord's houſe. We have now a wor- 
ſhip without the blood, the fire, the cloud 
of incenſe, the ſeven lights, or any one 
real antitype, or correſpondence for the new 
Temple building by the Holy Spirit under 
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the Goſpel : and thus a refined Deiſm is ſet 
up like Dagon, not on the threſhold, but 
in the holy place of the houſe of God.— 
As the Meſ:ah muſt be meaſured from the 
head to the foot, as prefigured in the high 
prieſt, he muſt bear twenty-four elders on 
the ſhoulders and the breaſt- plate; the #wo 
firſt heads are found in Abraham and 1/aac, 
but Jacob, head of Iſrael, is in the third 
number, and brings forth the hoſts or mul- 
titude of nations in his ſons, as Revelation 
ſhews this great truth in ch. vii. 9. The 
Cabbaliſts call the two firſt, kether and 
chochmah, the crown and wiſdom, and the 
third bnab, and ſay, theſe three are one, 
meaning from one root, and in union. 
This doctrine was taught by the prophets, 
from the three patriarchs, whom they call 
the Son of God, according to his three holy 
names in the three patriarchs. So Vitringa 
ſhews us this conſtant interpretation at p. 
1084, in his accurate work de Synagoga 
Vetere. Since what the infinite Being, 
called En/oph in their Metaphylics, is, can 
only be known, by his generated image and 


kkeneſs. They never learned their /ernary, 
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from the Chaldeans, Pythagoras, Plato, or 
any oriental philoſophers, but they and 
other nations derived it from them, as Roger 
Bacon, much ſuperior to Lord Bacon, ob- 
ſerves, they were preceptors to the oriental 
world. For it -muſt be ſtrange, if with 
ſuch types and emblems before their eyes, 
in perſons and things continually, they 
ſhould borrow from the fountains of others 
what ſtood before them every day. The 
preſent ſtate of philoſophy and divinity 
have joined hands in deſpiſing Moſes, the 
ſchool-maſter, to bring us to a 'true know- 
ledge of Chri/t, and the powers and glories 
of his prieſthood and kingdom within man, 
his living temple, or exiſting no where. 
They have rejected the great and fundamen- 
tal doctrine of regeneration, phyſically true 
and real, though the Divine Agent be invi- 
fible in his wonderful work. They ſeem to 
triumph, as if the Scriptures were more 
underſtood by critical and philological 
learning. Hear, then, the judgment of 
Bacon, in his excellent chapter on inſpired 
Theology: One excels, in the manner of 


interpretation, appears at firſt fight, juſt 
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and ſober, yet greatly diſponours the Scrip- 
rures, and greatly injures the church, by 
explaining the inſpired writings in the ſame 
manner as human writings are explained.” 
Again, he ſays, as God makes uſe of our 
reaſon in his illuminations; fo ought we to 
exerciſe it in every way, in order to become 
more capable of receiving and imbibing the 
myſteries : provided the mind be enlarged, 
according to its capacity, to the greatneſs of 
the myſteries; and not the myſteries con- 
tracted to the narrowneſs of the mind. 
Theſe paſſages are drawn from my large 
Comment on Pſalm Ixviii, p. 73.---I will 
conclude with an extract from a collection 
of Poems and Letters lately publiſhed by 
me. This is called in a boaſting way the 
age of reaſon: if ſo, this goddefs, the 
Magna Mater, ſeerns to have travelled on 
the back of a tortoiſe; tor almoſt all the 
nations of the earth at this day are 1dolaters 
in the groſſeſt forms of it, where revelation 
has not given its light. If reaſon be the 
ſtrong light to guide man, it always was 
ſo: it is born with every man, yet he can- 
not guard himſelf from others, who have 
only 
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only reaſon in common with himſelf, I 
will add to this, that the nations and ſtates 
moſt celebrated for civilization, arts, and 
ſciences, as Egypt, Greece, and Rome, 
were fulleſt of Pantheons, of all Gods and 
Goddeſſes, Temples, prieſts, altars, and 
modes of worſhip, beneath reaſon and 
common ſenſe. Let Deiſts account for the 
melancholy truth, a fact. Let Popery ſhew 
us, what even Revelation itſelf is, when 
corrupted and disfigured by prieſts and 
hireling teachers, inſtead of being a voice 
of glad tidings to al/ people as announced by 
the heavenly herald and his hoſt of angels, 
it is a trumpet of moft dreadful ſound to al- 
moſt every ſon and daughter of Adam, 
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Page 30. for Tanian, read Tamam. 
41. after Chriſt, put a full flop, 
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
